MINESWEEPER SET AFIRE 

A communique said not a plane 
was lost in the night sweep along 
the German coast. 

It announced also that a German 
minesweeper was set afire by a di- 
rect hit from a Hudson bomber yes- 
terday afternoon off the coast of 
France. 

German raids overnight were 
reported by the ministries of air 
and home security to have been 
on a “fairly small scale.” 

Bombs dropped on the northeast 
Scottish coast caused some dam- 
age and a smal] number of casual- 
ties. including a few deaths. 

The British raid brought R.A-F. 
Sttacks on Germany and Nazi- 
occupied territory above the 150- 
mark since Germany began its war 
against Russia three weeks ago. 

An authoritative statement re- | 
viewing the steadily increasing | 
weight of the R.A.F.'s blows said the 
devastating effect of cannon fire of 
British planes is taking a constantly 
heavier toll of German pilots. 

“Only a small proportion of 
German pilots bail out safely,” the 
statement said. “Although most of 
the daily fighter combats are oc- 
curring over German - occupied 
territory, the Nazis are losing 
much more heavily in pilots than 
we did during the battle of Bri- 
tain.” 

The statement quoted reports of 
RAF. pilots describing repeated 
intances in which German fighters 
were literally blown to bits by can- 
non fire and declared that in Jurie 
the weight of British bombs drop- 
ped on Germany actually exceeded 
the tonnage dropped on Britain in 
April, which was claimed by the 
Germans as a record ..onth. The 
siatement promised that the July 
weight will be heavier still.

time.” 

“That time will be determined in 
the light of what is best for Can- 
ada’s war effort,” he said. 

The Prime Minister, as he left his 
private car here, said he believed 
the trip to the west had been help- 
ful in stimulating recruiting. 

“It would have been a great mis- 
take to have postponed my visit,” 
he said. “The trip was planned be- 
fore parliament adjourned and I 
have found it most advisable to 
carry out my plans. 

“Mr. Churchill wasn’t demanding 
that I come to England but was 
making an inquiry as to the con- 
venient time.” 

The Prime Minister was most 
enthusiastic as to the extent of 
the Dominion’s war program as 
he saw it in so many different 
places and phases. 

“It has been the first opportunity 

I have had to see the results and 
fruits of the decisions the govern- 
ment has made,” he declared.

The men who took 30 days of 
training previously and now are 
recalled are men who were 21 years 
of age at July 1, 1940.

Vetoed At Berlin 


Admiral Darlan was evidently the 


gotiations for an armistice in Syria. 
The preliminaries were going along 
smoothly until the Admiral returned 
from one of his “collaboration” visits 
to Hitler's proxy at Paris. Then the 
Vichy move to “stop the bloodshed” and 
fighting went 
into reverse. Britain, it was baldly de- 
clared, had not replied to ‘the Vichy re- 
though London an- 
nounced the reply had been made 
promptly; and a “last ditch” fight 
against the British and Free French 
forces was proclaimed. 

Direct evidence is not needed as to 
what had happened. The armistice 
negotiations had been vetoed at Berlin, 
and orders relayed to Darlan that -he 
must keep on he ae his’ master’s 
cause in the Middle East. What did 
Hitler care that Frenchmen must fight 
Frenchmen to hold Syria as a base un- 
til he got ready to use it for an attack 
on Egypt? Darlan seemingly cared no 
more than his boss about the fratricidal 
feature of the struggle. There is no 
reason to suppose the orders from Ber- 
lin were at all objectionable to him, nor 
that the implied snub ta Marshal Petain 
caused him any regret. Darlan’s rec- 
ord, if it means anything, proves that, 
his hatred for Britain is only matched 
by his treachery to the aged marshal. 

The logic of the situation is that if 
Petain tried to overrule Darlan he would

British Churches Fund” being rais- 

| ed by The United Church of Can- 
ada to help parent churches in Brit-

jective, it is announced by Rev. Dr. 
Gordon A. Sisco, secretary of Gen- 
eral Council, The fund will re- 
main open until the objective is 
reached. 


MONEY CABLED 

The greater portion of the*collect- 
ed money has already been cabled 
to Britain to be shared by the Meth- 
odist Church of England, the Con- 
gregational Union of England and 
Wales and the Hut and Canteen 
Committee of the Church of Scot- 
land. Asknowledgement from the 
Church of Scotland indicates that a 
hut is to be named after the Unit- 
ed Church of Canada. The Church 
of Scotland maintains many huts 
and canteens for the benefit of the 
troops in Britain and also in Gib- 
taltar, Malta, Alexandria, Cairo, 
Aden and six or eight centres in 
Palestine. 

In a letter to Dr. Sisco, Rev. Dr. 
S. M. Berry, Secretary of the Con- 
gregational Union of England, 
Wales, writes: “Since the last raid 
the situation has become much 
more grim, both the area of bomb- 
ing and the intensity of it have in- 
creased, and it has brought innum- 
erable problems to us which deepen 
as the days go by. 

READJUST WORK 

“We are faced with the necessity 
of readjusting our work in the 
bombed towns. Churches are being 
grouped together and the congre- 
gations of churches that are bombed 
are sometimes meeting in other 
churches which have offered hos- 
pitality to them and sometimes in 
any hall that may be available. 

“In +towns like Coventry and 
Plymouth and Bristol, not to name 
any others, we have lost several of 
our churches, but the extraordinary 
thing is in spite of the tremendous 
loss we have sustained the spirit of 
the people remains simply wonder- 
ful.”

The groups in each 
school across the Dominion work 
in co-operation with the provincial 
health programs, Each group has a 
president, a secretary, and a pub-| 
lication secretary for the magazine, 
“Canadian Red Cross Junior,” and 
a treasurer. Members of the ser- 
vice committee lead the work in 
connection with war needs includ- 
ing assistance to children in bombed | 
areas, and in the field of work for 
crippled children in the province.

The country between Minsk and Moscow is rolling and wooded, 
much like parts of New York state and New England. The rivers, 
and there are many of them, lie across the path of the invaders and 
serve as natural defence lines.

The July climate of the land in which the Germans have chosen to 
spend the month usually is uncomfortably hot. All of central Russia, 
for that matter, is subject to much hotter summer weather than is 
western Europe, just as it is subject to more severe winters. 

If the Russians get much help from the weather, it is more likely 
to be in the form of heavy rains, not uncommon in July and August 
and sometimes capable of sending streams out of their banks and para- 
lyzing traffic and communications. 

As the Germans get nearer to Moscow, they gain more and more 
contro] over important railroads. Eleven major lines converge at the 
capital and, with an elaborate canal and river transportation system, 
make Moscow the heart of Russian commerce. 

The city has owed its importance from the very beginning to its 
position on important trade lanes, It is on a centuries-old route be- 
tween the Baltic and the Caspian.
